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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The specification filed on February 18, 2004 does not support three (3) separate belts (i.e. An Ergonomic Duty Belt; A Liner Belt; and An 
Outer Belt). 

The specification filed on February 18, 2004 in paragraph 0056 recites: "the ergonomic duty belt (100) further comprises a liner belt 
coupling system (163) for coupling the ergonomic duty belt (100) to a liner belt (162). 

Based on paragraph 0056, the specification filed on February 18, 2004 clearly provides support for the ergonomic duty belt (100) and the 
linear belt (163), however, the following paragraphs (0057 - 0060) of the specification filed on February 18, 2004 does not disclose and nor 
provide any support for an outer belt with the liner belt and the ergonomic duty belt all together as recited in claims 29 and 33. 

Therefore, claims 29 - 34 are still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention as noted in the office action mailed on September 18, 2009. 
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
